Regina Wrecked by Cyclone 


Two score lives lost, hundreds injur- 
ed and a property loss running into 
millions is the result of a cyclone, 
which struck Regina Sunday evening 
The storm came from the south and 
swept a block several blocks wide 
right into the center of the city. 
From Lorne Street south the city is a 
wreck. The Methodist, Baptist, and 
Knox Presbyterian churches, and the 
Y. W.C. A. building were all destroy- 
ed; the telephone exchange was wreck- 
ed; of a row of elevators but one re- 
mains; 600 people are left homeless. 
Four livery stables were wiped out, 
not a horse being left alive. The Can- 
adian Pacific yards and shops were 
tumbled into ruins. A number were 
boating on Wascana Lake when the 
storm broke. and five of these were 
drowned. A canoe was picked up by 
the hurricane and Beare | three-quar- 
ters of a mile; other larger,_craft were 
carried from afew yards to half a mile; 
&@manand a cance were both lifted 
from the lake and dropped inland 
where the canoe was found wrecked 
and the man insensible. One of the 
large grain elevators was lifted from 
it foundation and hurled upon a train 
of cars some distance away; one house 
was carried from its own foundations 
and placed squarely on the foundation 
from which another had been remov- 
ed by the storm; the roof of a third 
house was driven squarely into the 
roof of a fourth. Automobiles and 
carriages were wrecked on the streets 
and dead horses and cats were found 
lying everywhere amid the debris. 

One of the most peculiar incidents 
of the tragedy is thus recorded: Ken- 
neth Dunn, five years of age, was un- 
der a house for five hours with a brok- 
en leg. When released, without 
whimper, he said he was a Scout and 
could not ery.

MAKE THE SOIL FIT THE CROP 


There is no use in trying to 
achieve success with a soil not fit- 
ted to the crop. We must make a 
more intelligent study of the selec- 
tion of crops that are better adapt- 
ed to our soils and that can be made 
to return larger and mote certain 
profits. There is something that is 
very interesting about the prefer- 
ence of crops for certain soils and 
climates, writes a farmer. 

One of the first things for a far- 
mer to learn is to find out which 
crops are best adapted to his soil 
and grow them on his farm. He 
needs to study the requirements of 
the various crops that he grows and 
plan his rotation of crops so that 
each crop may be grown under the 
most favorable conditions. 

While I am @ staunch friend of 
stable manure and constantly urg- 
ing therkeeping of more and better 
farm stock, yet I can see the neces- 
sity of facing the situation in a prac- 
tical nranner. 

The average farmer has reached 
a point where stable manure will 
not supply the adequate amount of 
plant food to produce the maximum 
yield of grain and other farm crops, 
and the only sensible thing to do is 
to supply the deficient eléments. 

The generality of soils on our 
stock farms are deficient in mineral 
fertility, 
and it is clearly to our interest to 
supply this one element to our soils 
if we fit the soils to the needs of 
our crops. 

On soils possessing abundance of 
humus and nitrogen wé may pur- 
chase the phosphorus in the form 
of the raw ground phosphoric rock 
and mix it with stable manure, but 
on soils that are lacking in humus 
and nitrogen better results will be 
obtained by using acid phosphates, 
which is readily ‘ available to the 
growing crops. 

With clover and manure plowed 
under, to liberate potash, and sup- 
plemented with this purchased 
phosphorus, the fertility problem 
will be solved on the average stock 
farm.

RAISING POULTRY. 


The general 
poultry, 
Rocks, Wyandottes, Rhode Island 
Reds and Orpingtons, should be 
kept on the farm, rather than small- 
egg breeds or small mongre! stock. 
It should also be remembered that

Usually more interest is taken 
with a flock of fowls that are of the 
same breed and color, and it is an 
established fact that such a flock 
produces a more uniform product, 
which invariably secures to the 
owner higher prices than can be 
derived from the product of a mon- 


| grel flock, 


As soon as the hatching season is 
over'all male birds should be mar- 
keted, they having no influence 
whatever on the number of eggs 
laid, and eggs produced by flocks 
composed of females only keep much 
better than eggs from hens that are 
allowed to run with males. 

As soon as the cockerels weigh 
three-quarters of a pound they 
should be penned for ten or twelve 
days and fed all they will eat of 
‘corn chop or wet mash composed 
lof two parts cornmeal, one part 
\bran and one part low-grade flour. 
If this mixture can be dampened 
with skim milk, it will ad much 
| its fattening and bleaching quali- 
ities. Birds that are being fattened 
should be fed in troughs rather than 
jin litter, as exercise at this time is 
not conducive to rapid gains in 
weight. The birds should be kept 
as quiet as possible. 

Turkey poults are not especially 
hard to raise if they are from vig- 
orous stock and are properly taken 
eare of. Above all things @lse, don’t 
overfeed them, see that they are 
kept free from lice, keep them from 
getting wet when smal] and make 
them ‘‘rustle’’ for their living. To 
rid them of lice, should they become 
lousy, paint the bottom of a deep 
box with liquid lice killer and put 
the poults into it. Cover the top 
of the box with a cloth, but be very 
careful not to smother the birds. It 
is well to leave a part of the top 
uncovered, as the fumes of the lice 
killet are pretty strong. After they 
have been in the box for a short 
time, take them out and dust with 
some good lhce powder Eternal 
vigilance is the pmece of success in 
turkey culture.

AT A COURT PRESEXTATION 


CIETY LADY DESCRIBES

A visit to a relative who was busy 
with preparations for the forth- 
coming Court to which she is com- 
manded, reminded me vividly of my 
early impressions of a Drawing 
Room. 

I first made my bow to Royalty 
during the latter days of Queen Vic- 
toria’s reign, when Courta were 
held at the unbecoming hour of 
three o'clock. 

On my first appearance at Court 
I dressed very simply in a white sa- 
tin gown and train, and wore no 
jewels. I had the advantage of the 
private entry. The fortunate few 
entitled to this privilege are mem- 
bers of the Corps Diplomatique, 
foreigners of distinction and mem- 
bers of the Household. 

They have the right to drive into 
the courtyard by a separate en- 
trance reserved exclusively for 
their benefit, and, once inside the 
Palace, they meet in a room ad- 
joining the Throne Room, where all 
crush is avoided, and pass first the 
Royal presence, whik their less for- 
tunate friends wait their turn be- 
hind a roped-off barrier. 

MY FRIEND THE PAGE. 

Judging from personal experi- 
ence, if a girl has any natural grace

Presentation at Court in the days 
of Queen Victoria generally con- 
eluded by five o’clock in the after- 
noon, when the debutante and her 
mother returned home to receive 
friends and show off their finery.

When the great 
night arrived, I dressed myself with 
more than customary care, and, 
when my toilette was complete, left 
home to call for my mother, who 
was dining out, and accompany her 
to Buckingham Palace.

Lesson 1.—Malignant unbelief, 
Mark 3. 20-35. Golden 
text, John 3, 19, 


Verse 20. The last short sentence 
of verse 19 belongs with our lesson 
passage as an introductory  sen- 
tence. ; 

Into a house—Probably the home 
of Simon Peter in Capernaum. The 
incident with which our lesson be- 
Kins follows immediately upon the 
return of Jesus with his newly ap- 
pointed apostles from the mountain 
retreat. : 

The multitude cometh together 
again—It was during the period of 
our Lord’sa greatest popularity in 
Galilee. In their eagerness to hear 
his words and to see the works 
which he performed the multitudes 
followed him even into the privacy 
of the home in which he was cnter- 
tained, crowding about him and his 
disciples so that they could not so 
much as eat bread. 

21. His friefids—Probably his 
mother and brothers, mentioned 
again in verse 31. There apparent- 
ly had come from Nazareth in 
search of him and anxious for his 
safety. . 

Lay hold on him — So absorbed 
was he in his work that it was nec- 
essary to touch him and take him 
by the hand to gain his attention. 

Beside himself—Actually uncon- 
scious of his own need of rest and 
food. 

22. The scribes—Really the sophe- 
rim, or “‘men of book learning.’’ 
They were the editors and inter- 
preters as well as the scribes and 
copyists of ancient and current 
writings. In the time of Jesus they 
were among the recognized teach- 
ers of the law, and therefore also 
among the = recognized religious 
leaders of the peuple. 

‘Came down from Jerusalem — 
For the purpose of watching the 
public activity of Jesus and seek- 
ing occasion for public eccusation 
against his life and teachings. 

Beelzebub — Greek, Beelzebul. 
Beelzebub is the name given to the 
god of Ekron (2 Kings 1. 6), and 
means probably the god of ils.

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BACILLUS TO CURE CHOLERA. 


Pasteur Doctors Think They May 
Have Found Solution. 


A despatch from Paris says: The 
Matin says that the physicians at 
the Pasteur Institute at Tunis claim 
to have achieved a success with the 
new prophylactic methed of treat- 
‘ing Asiatic cholera. Briefly, it con- 
sista of injection of the comma bacil- 
li found in the intestines of cholera 
patients.

A despatch from Ottawa says:

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EXTERMINATION OF RATS AND 
MICE. 


If it were generally known that 
there is no trouble to rid a house, 
barn or any building of rats and

He 
would remain at the law courts till 
four o'clock, when he would ‘repair 
to the House of Commons.

France Would Cheek Its Sale Un- 
less ‘‘Denatured.”’

To make buttermilk cheese the 
buttermilk is curdled by heating to 
80 degrees, and left undisturbed for 
an hour. It is then heated to 130 
degrees and after standing quiet 
for about an hour, the clear whey is 
drawn off the curd, and the latter 
is placed on a draining rack, which 
is covered with cheesecloth. Here 
it remaine half a or over night, 
until as dry as desired, when it is 
salted with 134 pounds of salt per 


100 pounds of curd, and is ready 


for use. Buttermilk cheese can be 
made from buttermilk, from cream 
which was pasteurized before ripen- 
ening, or the buttermilk may be 
pasteurized during the process of 
cheesemaking, in either case insur- 
ing the absence of disease germs. 
Packing and selling the cheese 
requires epecial attention since the 
public is not familiar with the pro- 
duct, and it must be thoroughly ad- 
vertised to secure a market. It may 
be shipped in butter tubs and re- 
tailed in paper pails or other smal! 
packages. It will keep for a week 
or ten days at 50 to 60 degrees, but 
can be kept longer if stored at 32 
degrees or lower. It may be sold 
for three to five cents a pound at 
the factory and retailed at seven to 
12% cents per pound, and prove a 
profitable product for both the 
ereamery and the retailer. If high 
color is desired, it may be secured 
by adding cheese color, the same as 
used by Cheddar cheesemakers. 
Where only a few pounds of but- 
termilk cheese are made at a time, 
as on a farm or for home use, the 
buttermilk can be heated in a pail 
or in a clean new wash boiler on 
the stove. After the second heat- 
ing, i.e., to 130 degrees, if the curd 
has settled, the whey can be mostly 
poured off by tipping the pail, and 
the curd poured into a amall cheese- 
cloth bag to drain. If the curd is

“Why, if investing my money is such 
a difficult task, shouldn't I bury it in the 
garden or put it in a bank?” is a quem 
tion asked by some people. 

The reason is simple enough, but rather 
hard to explain in a concise and clear 
manner. 

You kmow, of course, the parable of the 
talents, how the man who put his out 
at interest was commended, while the 
hapless wight who did his one little talent 
of silver up in a napkin and buried it 
got into trouble. Well, in these days 
anyone with no more sense than to bury 
their money or keep it im the house, de- 
serves to get into trouble. 

If one has money it can be put in a 
aavings bank, and there it will realise 3 
per cent. There, if the interest is allow- 
ed to compound the money will double 
iiwelf! in twent}-three years. And at the 
game time if it is required, may be used 
quite as éasily, if mot much easier, than 
if it were buried in a hole in the ground. 
That is one sound reason why it shouldn't 
be buried. Moreover, the bank is much 
aafer than a hole, even if carefully con- 
cealed, 

In a bank, however, the income is not 
large on money deposited. The man with 
$10,000 gets only $300 a year. If, however, 
he invested that eum in safe municipal 
bonds hie income could be at least 6475 
and with care he might find several bar- 
gains which would make the return about 
$525. Now, at 5 per cent. if he invested 
his income, his $10,000 would become $2),- 
000 in 15 years, while if he bought indus- 
trial bonds to return 6 per cent. his money 
would double in 12 years and treble itself 
in 19 years. ‘ 

That is another good reason why money 
should not be buried. The latter facts in- 
dicate why it is better to put money in 
securitics. 

Of course, if a man is going to be un- 
easy over hia money, and would be satis 
fied to have it in a bank, he would be a 
fool to take it out and buy bonds with 
it. On the other hand, he would be more 
of a foo! if he were to withdraw his 
funds in the hope of getting an abnor-

They have investigated the muni- 
cipality, or company, and their lawyers 
have examined into all legal questions in- 
volved. After that they buy the bonds. 
After they have bought the bonds they 
turn around and sell them to the in- 
vestor. It is a regular business, just as 
ia the grocery business or any other. The 
bond dealer buys from the producer and 
sella to the conaumer. If, therefore you 
want to invest in bonds you have to go 
to the bond dealer. If you cannot trust 
him, if you have no confidence in doing 
business in thia way, don't do business 
keep your money in the bank. If, how- 
ever, You are prepared to trust someone, 
pick ont an investment house and atick 
to it as long as you are satisfied with the 
way they treat you. Continually changing 
from one investment house to another is 
quite ag unsatisfactory as changing doc- 
tora with each illness, or changing farma 
each year. At every change there is a 
lot of ground that has to be gone over 
again and much time and trouble is sav- 
ed by not changing. 

fome investors have an idea that by 
moving around they get befter treatment 
that by offsetting one house against an- 
other they may get bonds cheaper. This 
may be the case occasionally, but as a 
rule investment housea do not like a4 
client of this sort, and if they have any 
bargains he is the last man to hear of 
them, or if he wants to sell his securities 
he doesn't get the same consideration he 
would have received if he had been con- 
stant in his dealings. This is natural and 
is human nature. If a bond dealer thinks 
a client is selling his securities to buy 
those of another house he is by no means 
likely to give his beat price. If he thinks 
® man haa tried to sell in several other 
places before coming to him he knows 
that he will not have to give hia best 
price. If you are satisfied with your in- 
vestment banker stick to him. It pays 
in the long run. Of course, this does not 
mean that you should not buy the issues 
of any but the house you deal with. regu- 
larly. Buy othera if you wish but, as a 
rule, you will find it more satisfactory to 
stick to one house.

from the bulletins may be sent to the |

knowing the weeds and their nature | 
farmers should be able in a large | 
measure to eliminate them from the | 
seed crop. 
Timothy seed grown on even dirty 
land may be kept comparatively free | 
from some kinds of weed seeds that | 
would otherwise be present by cutting | 
the timothy with high stubble. Other 
may be hand pulled or spudded | 

out. Ox-eye daisy, false flax, Canada | 
thistle and catchfly are among the | 
most prevalent noxious weeds. Good | 
screening will clean out most of the | 
other weed seeds usually found in| 
timothy seed. Catchfly is one of the | 
weeds most frequently found in alsike 
and is often present in quantity. It) 
can easily be pulled. Ribgrass or! 
buckhorn is found sometimes in tim- 
othy and alsike, but is more prevalent 
in red clover. Ribgrass and ragweed | 
seeds are hard to separate from red | 
clover seed, as are also seeds of bladder | 
campion and green foxtail. These | 
weeds should be hand pulled or spud- | 
ded from the seed crop. Ribgrass | 
may easily be noticed four or five days | 
after mowing the first crop. Thin | 
and killed out places in the fields | 
should be mowed early with a scythe | 
to vent the weeds from seeding. |

No Man Is Thoroughly Himself Except 
in Moments 


‘What I have written, I have 
written.’’——8t. John xix. 22. 

Our text points us, not to the 
cross, but to the inscription that 
waa written above it. The cross 
was the record of Pilate’s weak- 
ness ; the inscription was the record 
of his atrength. 

I.—‘‘What I have written, I have 
written.’’ There is no doubt of it. 
The inscription is written in He- 
brew, in Greek and in Latin, eo 
that all may read it. Jesus was 
not only the occasion, but the in- 
spiration of that inscription. It is 
Pilate’s tribute to Jesus. By that 
inscription Pilate commits himself. 
It is a great thing in a strong mo- 
ment so to commit ourselves to the 
right that we cannot change our 
decision when the reaction comes. 
We are not thinking of the weak 
moment of a strong man—that were 
a record of shame. But we are 
thinking of the strong moment of a 
weak man—this is a record of glory. 
Those flashes of generosity, those 
gasps of nobility, 


DENY THE KINGSHIP OF SIN. 


In such moments Old Scrooge makes 
merry Christmas in the home of 
Tiny Tim; in such moments Silas 
Marner finds the golden haired lit- 
tle lass on his hearthstone ; in such 
moments the men on the Titanic 
showed the inherent heroism of hu- 
man ‘nature.

THIRTY YEARS OF WONDER. 


What Change in Comforts Electri- 
city Has Wrought. 


Few, indeed, are left to recall 
those distant days preceding the ap- 
plication of steam engines to rail- 
road and steamboat work. But 
there are plenty who well remember 
when electricity was considered but 
a natural phenomenon and a play- 
thing of nature during terrestrial 
storms. It seems almost incredible, 
yet it is true, that but thirty years 
ago electricity was unheard of out- 
side of scientific laboratories. 

We had no telephones, no elec- 
tric railways, no electric fans, no 
electric elevators, no vacuum clean- 
ers, no electric lights, no trolley 
cars, no electric ranges, few elec- 
tric motors. 

We could not call up anyone on 
the telephone. The mails and més- 
senger boys did the work. The tele- 
graph was in use, but the lines were 
few. 

All the housework was done by 
hand, without the handy electric 
stoves, the motor-driven appliances 
now in wse. 

In hot days we sweltered, for the 
ectric fan was undreamed of. 
We read by flickering candles or 
oil lamps, and there were no are 
lamps to illuminate the streets af- 
ter dark. 

There were no electric door bells, 
no buzzer communication from of- 
fice to office, no electric flatirons, 
no electric chafing dishes, toasters, 
grills, ete. 

Factories ran by steam or water 
power Cities were covered with a 
pall of black smoke. Railroads 
could not run through tunnels 
without the gravest danger. Elec- 
tric ventilating systems for large 
buildings were unheard of. Electric 
signal systems for railroads were 
not used and the trains ran a good 
deal on luck. 

Such were the good old days we 
hear so much about. The folk who 
lived and worked then did not miss 
these things inasmuch as they had 
never enjoyed them, but one of the 
greatest hardships which might’ be 
inflicted upon us to-day would be to 
deprive us of electricity. Without 
it we would be put to the greatest 
inconvenience.

DAINTY DISHES. 


Veal and Sago Soup.—Three cups 
of stock made of the bones from the 
breast of veal, one cup of scalded 
milk, one-half cup of cream, three 
tablespoons of pearl sago, volks of 
two eggs, salt and pepper. Soak 
the sago one hour in enough cold 
water to cover; add the stock and 
cook until clear (about thirty min- 
utes). Add the milk and cream. 
Season with salt and pepper; when 
hot, pour it over the egg yolks 
slightly beaten. Pearl tapioca can 
be used in place of the sago. 

Fricasse of Cold Roast Beef—Re- 
move the bones, fat and gristle from 
cold roast beef. Cook the bones 
and gristle in a small amount of 
water for half an hour. Make a 
cup of gravy with the stock thus 
obtained, two tablespoons of beef 
fat and two tablespoons of flour; 
add one teaspoon of salt, one-quar- 
ter teaspoon of pepper, one table- 
spoon chopped onion and a cup of 
strained tomato. Cook the meat in 
this sauce five minutes, or just long 
enough to heat through. Serve at 
once. . 

Bran Muffins—One cup of flour, 
two cups of bran, one cup of milk, 
one-quarter cup of molasses, one- 
quarter teaspoon of soda, two tea- 
spoons of baking powder, one-half 
teaspoon of salt and one egg. Mix 
and sift flour, baking powder, soda 
and salt. Add the bran, molasses 
and milk; then the egg beaten 
light. Pour into hot greased gem 
pans and bake a half hour in o 
medium hot oven, 

Chocolate Feather Cake—One 
and a half cups of flour, one cup 
of sugar, two teaspoons of baking 
powder, three tablespoons of co- 
coa, one egg, three tablespoons of 
melted butter, and one-half cup of 
milk. Sift together the flour, su- 
gar, baking powder and cocoa. 
Beat the egg light, add the butter 
and milk. Combine mixtures and 
beat well. Pour into a buttered 
shallow cake pan and bake thirty 
minutes. 

Meat Loaf.—Two pounds beef, 
one pound ground pork, one cupful 
sweet milk, two eggs, half teaspoon- 
ful of pepper, one teaspoonful salt, 
eight crackers rolled, and butter 
size of an egg. Mix the above thor- 
oughly, make in loaf on baking 
board and bake in buttered bread 
pr with a small onion chopped 
finé in pan. Then pour over loaf 
juice of one can of tomatoes 
(strained), and add enough water 
to fill pan half full and bake one 
and a half hours with cover and 
half hour without, to brown. 

Jelled Ham Salad.—One and a 
half tablespoons of granulated ge- 
latin, one-quarter cup of cold water, 
three-quarters cup of hot water, one 
cup of minced ham, one teaspoon of 
lemon juice, a few grains of cay- 
enne and one cup of currant jelly. 
Soak the gelatin in the cold water 
until the water is absorbed; add 
the boiling water, ham, cayenne and 
lemon juice. Let it stand in a pan 
of cold water until it begins to 
thicken; then add the jelly. Ture 
into small molds; chill. Serve with 
mayonnaise or boiled dressing. 

German Salad—Remove the cen- 
ters from fresh, ripe tomatoes; fill 
the centers with cold-slaw and serve 
on lettuce leaves. 

Blackberry Cottage Pudding — 
One-third cup of butter, one cup of 
sugar, two cups of flour, three tea- 
spoons of baking powder, one-half 
cup of milk, one egg and one cup of 
blackberries. Cream the butter; 
add the sugar and egg well beaten. 
Sift flour, baking powder and salt 
together and add to the other mix- 
ture. Beat well; aid the berrier. 
Bake in a buttered shallow cake 
pan thirty minutes. Serve with 
blackberry sauce. Sauce—Beat 
three-quarters cup of heavy cream 
and one-third cup of powdered su- 
gar until stiff; add one cup of 
crushed blackberries and one-half 
teaspoon of vanilla. 


RASPBERRIES. 


Raspberry Marmalade.—Mash che 
raspberries thoroughly and heat 
them. Run them through a sieve 
fine enough to retain 
Place the juice and pulp in the pre- 
serving kettle, and add an equal 
amount of sugar. Boil the mixture 
until it is thick when cooled. It is 
not necessary to seal the marma- 
lade ; instead pour melted paraffine 
over the top and cover the glasses 
with paper to prevent dirt from en- 
tering. 

Black Raspberry Jelly.—Wash 
and drain the fruit; then mash and 
heat it. Pour the entire mass intg 
the jelly bag and strain it without 
pressure. Pour the juice into the 
preserving kett!e and add an equa! 
amount of sug-r. Bei! the mixture 
rapidly until :* becomes thick when 
cool. Turn ii nto jelly glasses and 
cover it with parafine and paper. 

Raspberry Vinegar.—Put four 
quarts of raspberries into a bowl 
and pour over them two quarts of 
vinegar. Cover the mass and set it 


the seeds. | 


in a cool place for two days. Then 
strain the vinegar throwgh cheese. , 
eloth. Put four quarts of fresh 
raspbérries in the bowl, aad pour 
over them the vinegar strained 
the first raspberries. Set the bow! 
in a cool place for two days, and 
then strain the vinegar as before. 
Put the strained vinegar in a pre- 
serving kettle with three quarts of 
sugar. Heat the mixture slowly and 
when it boils skim it carefully. Boil 
it for twenty minutes and then 
pour it into sterilized bottles. About 
two tablespoonfuls of this vinegar 
to a glass of water makes a refresh- 
ing drink. Similar vinegars may 
made from blackberries and straw- 
berries.

HOW WIRELESS WORKS. 


By Chas. M. Bice, Denver, Cole, 

Since the Titanic disaster we have 
read and heard a great deal about | 
wireless telegraphy, and many have 
had to confess their ignorance of 
this very mysterious system of 
transmitting the messages bf man- 
kind. 

In every community there is al- 
ways to be found at least one or 
two who assume to be wiser than 
the rest, and these may be seen 
upon the street corners diseussing 
and expounding the dark mysteries 
of. wireless communication, a mat- 
ter he knows little or nothing at all 
| about. 

It would involve the employment 
of too intricate and technica) lan- 
guage to describe the details of a 
wireless station, which however 
clear and precise, would not be 
understood by the general public, 
but the principle of the thing is not 
difficult of comprehension. 
_It has long been known that 
light and heat move in waves 
whose lengths can be measured. 
While we know very little about. 
what it is that moves in these forces, © 
we are equally ignorant of what it 


is that moves in electricity, but we — 


do know that some subtle element 
emanates in waves which can be 
measured, both as to vibration and 
velocity. Thus the sun gives out 
in every direction light and heat in 
a series of undulating waves, which 
may not only be measured, but can 
be deflected, polarized, and 40 on. 

It was the glory of the lamented 
Prof. Hertz to discover that elec- 
tricity also, like light and 5 
moves in waves which may be ea 
measured. No one knows just how 
these waves pass through the at- 
mosphere, but it is believed by all 
scientific men that they have some 
relation to ether, which seems to 
be omnipresent, and which is be- 
lieved to constitute all matter un- 
der different negative electrical 
conditions. 

In wireless telegraphy a series of 
Hertzian waves are set up by pow- 
erful electrical dynamos or batter- 
ies, and these are discharged from 
the top of high masts or poles, 

It is said that these waves extend 
in all directions, and unless their 
force is lost by long distance, they 
excite certain effects in the re- 
ceiver of wireless telegraph instru- 
ments within the electrical zone, in 
the same manner as the waves dis- 
turb objects floating on a pond, 

Messages are sent and received 
somewhat on the plan of an ordi- 
nary Morse code by wires, in that 
electrical impulses are regulated so 
as to spell words according to a 
previously arranged code. 

The late eminent naturalist, Prof. 
Wiggins, of New Brunswick, Can- 
ada, before his decease, claimed 
to have discovered an electric cur- 
rent that passes around our earth 
from east to west, and that the 
Marconi system of wireless tele- 
graphy was but the purloining with- 
out due ,credit of. Prof. Wiggins’ 
discovery“ However this may be, 
it is certainly true that Marconi 
was greatly aided in his work by 
these discoveries of Hertz and 
Wiggins in the field of electricity. 
but to Marconi belongs the credit of 
making a practical success of what 
the other scientists had broached as 
possibilities or theories, 

In recent years great improve- 
|ments have been made in receivers, 
and they are now much simpler 
ithan at first, but any successful 
transmission of electric waves very 
much depends upon the condition 
of the atmosphert, electrical storms 
being well nigh prohibitive of re 
sults. 

Another prolific source of confu- 
sion results when many wireless 
outfits are working in the same 
zone, and often messages are trans- 
mitted with great difficulty, and 
sometimes not at all. 
| This may account for some of the 

|delays and much of the confusion 
| that attended the wireless reports 
from the late Titanic disaster. It is 
ito be hoped that a way will be dis- 
| covered to overcome these difficul- 
‘ties, for where so much of the is- 
sues of life and death depend upon 
giving out unmistakerdble distress 
cignals and reports, the system 
nnet be made complete and per- 
ifect to satisfy puhtc derrende.

Harvesting ‘Timothy Seed 


Every farmer ‘who bas a piece of 
timothy meadow should be able to| 
procure enough clean seed for his own | 
use, at least, even if it is an exception: | | 
ally busy time to look after weeds. | 
The time is nearing for making tim- 
othy hay. Now that the timothy is 
in head, a small area of from one-half 
acre to an acre may be picked out in| 
the fleld wherever it is the cleanest. | 
and headed out the best. If ox-eve, 
daisy, mustard, catchfly or other noxi- | 
ous or common Weeds are present.now 
is the time to remove them before they 
goto seed. 

The timothy seed is usually fit to! 
cut in fall wheat and barley harvest. 
One of the best ways is to cut the, 
stubble high with a binder. It should | 
not be left until too ripe before cut- 
ting, as a lot of the seed will shake out 
of the heads and the birds will take | 
quite a toll when it shells easily. It | 
may,be cut with a cradle or re aping | 
machine and bound by hand. In this! 
case it should be cut when damp with | 
dew. After standing in the shock a| 
few days it may be hauled in and | 
stored. If very ripe at the time a 
cutting it may be hauled in almost im- 
mediately after cutting. 

The threshing is usually done w ith | 
the ordinary thresher. If the seed be | 
very ripe and dry when cut a good, 
deal of the ‘hulls shell cff. The clover | 
huller should never be used in thresh- | 
ing timothy seed as it hulls it too bad- 
ly. Flail threshed timothy produces 
fancy show seed and usualy brin 
the fancy prices.

Was Nicknamed “Bean Brammel" 
on Account of His Load Dreas- 
ing and Foppishness. 


Bean Brumme! was the nickname 
given to George Bryan Brummell, 
a man who was famous in his day 
as the arbiter of fashion and for re- 
presenting the perfection of taste in 
the matter of dress. No anecdotes 
of his very early years are known 
except that he cried because his 
juvenile stomach was not infinitely 
distended so that he could eat more 
of his aunt's delicious tarts. 

Brummell first came to notice at 
Eton, as a student, twelve years 
old, where he was called Buck 
Brummel. There he distinguished 
himself, not at cricket playing, 
or fighting, but as the introducer of 
a gold buckle for the white stock, 
by never being ged, and by his 
ability at tasting cheese. Then 
Brummel went to Oriel College, 
where he made his mark by a stud- 


ied indifference to discipline, a dis-| lad 


like of study, and an aversion to 
steel forks, long before silver ones 
were common at the tables of the 
middle classes to which his parents 
belonged. 

He became one of the competitors 
for a prize to be given for the best 
poem. He failed, and in disgust 
he left college at the age of seven- 
teen, having been there less than a 
year. However, if he had little 
learning, he had learned two things, 
how to gain celebrated friends, and 
how to cut any of his acquaintances 
who ceased to be of any benefit to 


JOINED THE ARMY. 


By the death of his father Beau 
Brumme!l received £25,000, which he 
spent in living, and when that was 
gone he subsisted on what he ob- 
tained by gambling, borrowing and 
begging. He obtained a coventry 
in the Tenth Hussars, of which 
George, Prince Regent, afterwards 
George IV., was colonel—a regi- 
ment of fops, the most expensive, 
best-dressed and worst-moraled in 
the British army. 

A walk Brummel chanced to take 
on the terrace of Windsor was a 
lucky circumstance for him. The 
prince-colonel observed him, asked 
who that exceedingly well-dressed 
person was, and the Beau was: in- 
troduced. An acquaintance was 
followed by an intimacy which later 
the cox¢omb developed into un- 
bounded impudence. 

By this —e his reputation was 
made, which he kept up for some 
years. He had an immense fund of 
good, but not witty sayings. His 
friends pronounced him a charming 
companion, he entered the highest 
circles of England and his rise in 
his regiment was rapid. In three 
years he was at the head of the 
troop, to the disgust of the older 
officers. 

In 1798 Brummel sold his com- 
mission. His reason for it was ne- 
ver thoroughly explained, but the 
unsettled state of Europe at that 
time rendered it highly probable 
that hia regiment might be sent in- 
to active service and he preferred a 
drawing-room to a battlefield. 


PRINCE OF BEAU. 


He then commenced the profes- 
sion of a beau, and became known 
as the Prince of Beaux, while his 
patron was called the beau of 
princes. At this time he was per- 
fect in point of figure, with an in- 
telligent but not a handsome face. 
He had light brown hair, a nose 
somewhat Roman, and a beautifully 
shaped hand. Dress at that time 
became very untidy. Many of the 
leading men of the day affected 
supreme contempt for all outward 
adornments and the mode of a gen- 
tleman’s dress had come to be as 
slovenly as possible. 

Brumme!, who had been conspic- 
uous from boyhood for the neatness 
of his attire, now determined to.be 
the best-dressed man in London. 
He took care to display to the best 
advantage his fine figure in a per- 
ce pa | frock coat. But his 
chief forte lay in his cravat, which

before his time was a piece of limp 
cambric loosely fastened around the 
throat. He took care to have it 
slightly starched. Standing before 
his glass with shirt collar erect and 
of a prodigious height, he generally 
applied the cravat to the throat. 
At first it measured a foot in width. 
Then bending down artistically 
the collar, followed by his chin, 
with slow and regular movements 
and twelve inches were reduced to 
four and the tying of the knot f{ol- 
lowed. He never tried the same 
cloth but once, and if 

it came, was thrown ashe and an- 
other tried. 


FLATTERED BY KINGS. 


He may be excused for being vain, 
for he was fiattered by kings or 
their representatives, the prince 
even spending hours in the morning 
in the Beau’s room watching the 
progress of his toilet. A duchess 
thought it necessary to warn her 
daughter to be careful of her be- 
havior when the celebrated Beau 
Brummel was present, and a credi- 
tor was satisfied with a bow from a 
clubhouse windew, and a word from 
him would ruin a tailor. He sacri- 
ficed his manners to his appearance, 
for he would not remove his hat in 
the street, after it had been placed 
in & correct position, to bow to a 
y. 

Beau Brumme! had a famous col- 
lection. of snuff boxes and was cele- 
brated for the care he took in open- 
ing the lid of the box with the 
thumb of the hand that carried it 
and delicately taking a pinch with 
the fingers of the other. He was, 
in short, a well-dressed anob, but he 
was flattered and invited every- 
where to such a degree that he 
thought himself a great man. 

He boasted that he had but to 
beckon to the Dukes of Argyle and 
Jersey and they would come, and 
he held all but the peerage in dis- 
dain. It seems strange that a man 
of his disposition should be toler- 
ated at a club, if any of the many 
anecdotes told about him are true. 
The houses of the British nobility 
he regarded as inns to be visited by 
him with valet and portmanteau, 
with or without invitation, and to 
be spoken of afterwards as ‘‘a house 
to’ spend one night in.’’ 

He boasted of the prince: “I 
made him what he is and can un- 
make him,’’ just the sort of saying 
to irritate 


A BRAINLESS PRINCE. 


Brumme! dined with the prince, 
and, carrying his impudence a little 
too far, he requested the regent to 
ring the bell. He did so, and when 
the servant came he ordered ‘Mr. 
Brummel’s carriage.’’ It may have 
been the remark made some time 
before about the Beau having made 
the regent, er it may have been the 
sarcasm on prince’s corpulency, 
but, at any rate, the bell was rung, 
and it sounded the knell of Brum- 
mel, who, however, had a little re- 
venge, 

The prince prided himself on his 
figure, and as he grew broad with 
years and living, resorted to 
stays to preserve it. The Beau, 
meeting him in company with an- 
other gentleman, inquired very 
coolly, but loud enough for the 
prince to hear: ‘‘Who is your fat 
friend?’ The coolness, presump- 
tion and impertinence of the ques- 
tion, perhaps the very best thing 
the Beau ever said, cut the prince, 
but gave him the nickname of Dan- 
dy Killer. 

For a while Brummel] patronized 
the. regent’s brother, the Duke of 
York, but he soon got deeper and 
deeper in debt. He struggled along, 
and often, with some success, 
keep his place among the dandies 
and wits. Creditors became trouble- 
some, he received the nickname of 
George the Less in contradistinction 
of the prince, who was called 
George the Great, and he came to 
the conclusion that it would be bet- 
ter to cross the channel. 

For the remainder of his life the 
Beau lived in France, part of the 
time in a government consulship 
position, and the remainder of the 
time supported by his former 
friends. He finally sustained a 
paralytic shock, from which he ne- 
ver recovered. His creditors closed 
around him and he was cast into 
prison. He showed signs of imbe- 
cility; all care of his person went, 
and from carelessness and disease 
his habits became so loathsome that 
an attendant could hardly be found 
for him. Admission was at last ob- 
tained for him into the asylum of 
the Bon Sauveur, Caen, where he 
died on March 30, 1840.

Custom Followed by Some Natives 
of New Britain. 


The Rev. George Brown, D.D., 
who has passed many years of his 
life in the South Sea Islands endea- 
yoring to stamp out polygamy and 
cannibalism among the natives, 
says in some parts of New Britain 
the natives have a custom of placing 
young women in strict seclusion be- 
fore marriage by imprisoning them 
in cages for several] years until they 
reach a marriageable age. Dr. 
Brown, says the London Globe, de- 
seribes how on one occasion he in- 
spected a number of these human 
cages. 

“The cage was quite clean,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and contained nothing but a 
few short lengths of bamboo for 
holding water. There was only 
room for a girl to sit or lie down in 
a crouched position on the bamboo 
platform, and when the doors are 
shut it must be nearly or quite dark 
inside. They are never allowed to 
come out, except once a day to 
bathe in a dish or wooden bowl 
placed close to each cage. They are 
placed in the cages when quite 
young, and must remain there un- 
til their marriage.

The Suez Canal took in nearly 
$29,000,000 in tolls in the last year. 
‘his was an increase 


representing a net-tonnage of 18,- 
324,704, an increase of 436 vessels. 
There were less than 1,900 tourista. 

The royal yacht conveying King 
George and Queen Mary to their 
Indian Coronation went through 
Suez in twelve and a half -hours, 
and came back through in twelve 
hours. The traffic of Suez has so 
grown that the tolls have been low- 
ered by ten per cent., and still the 
profits grow. There will be a fur- 
her ten per cent. toll reduction or 
January Ist, 1913.

New Rural Delivery Route 


A new daily rural mail delivery 
route is about to be established be- 
tween this village and Queensboro, in 
a round trip that will confer the bene- 
fit to the largest number possible. 
The mail is to leave here each after- 
noon, and returning in the evening. 
It is to be known as Madoc Rural Mail 
Route No. 2. The starting point is 
from Madoc east along the Bridge- 
water road 2 miles, thence north to 
Hart’s church along the road allow- 
ance between the 7th and Sth conces- 
sions, thence north along the road al- 
lowance’ between the 8th and 9th con- 
cessions 8 miles, to Queensboro post 
office, then south 4 milea along the 
road allowance between the 10th and 
llth concessions, then west 3 miles 
along the road allowance between the 
Oth and 10th concessions, thence south 
along the road allowance between the 
Sth and 9th concessions, then east 
along the Bridgewater 2 miles back to 
Madoc, a circular route of 19 miles. 

An effort is being made to have the 
route, at present serving the Scotch 
Settlement, extended, and carried 
through to Empey and back by an- 
other way. 

These routes will be of great benefit 
to a large number of residents of 
Madoc township, and much credit is! 
due the local member, Mr. W. B. 
Northrup, M.P., and Dr. W. 8. Harper,

SEED'NG THE GRASS LANDE. 


Too much importance can not be 
given to the selection of pure grass 
seed, for there is no greater fail- 
ure or disappointment in farm man- 
agement than to fail to secure a 
good stand if grass or clover. 

Every year 1 am becoming more 
and more favorably impressed with 
the value of alsike clover, although 
we have used it for a number of 
yedre in all of our grass and seed 
mixtures, writes a correspondent. 

We have repeatedly failed to se- 
cure a favorable stand of common 
red clover, and to our surprise the 
alsike would come along and make 
a good stand and we would be en- 
abled to harvest a very profitable 
grass crop. Many times red clover 
will not thrive for the reason that 
the soil has become somewhat acid, 
but the alsike will make a very good 
crop notwithstanding the acid con- 
dition of the soil. 

Another valuable characteristic of 
alsike clover is the fact that it will 
stay in the soil several years, and 
if permitted it will re itself. Al- 
sike clover grows but little after 
mowing and no second crop can be 
expected from it. Both in this re- 
spect, as well as the longer time it 
requires to mature its maximum 
crop, alsike clover stands after red 
clover. 

Its great and, undeniable advant- 
age, on the other hand, lies in the 
fact that it is more hardy than the 
common red clover and can be suc- 
cessfully cultivated on moist soils 
and land that is flooded at certain 
times during the year on which red 
clover will not grow. 

If alsike clover seed is mixed with 
pasture grass mixtures, it yields) 
rich and certain grazing crops, and | 
when cultivated on arable land red 
clover seed should be sowed with 
the mixture with which the field is 
seeded. 

In this way a great advantage is 
gained in the fact that the first year 
after sowing the fodder may be har- 
vested chiefly consisting of red clov-

CHOCOLATE AS A FOOD. 


Restores Energy Quickly and is 
Digestible and Nourishing. 


Not so many years ago the drink 
called chocolate was thought to be 
a reckless dissipation for one who 
had regard for his or her stomach. 
To indulge in chocolate candy was 
quite as pernicious as to eat toma- 
toes, and with quite as much rea- 
son. Chocolate was an exotic and 
bizarre drink, told about by travel- 
lers who had ventured into Mexico 
or Spain, but to-day it is even or- 
dered in the sick room and, at 
least in the form of cocoa, from 
which the fats have been removed, 
it is considered both digestible and 
nourishing. 

What a difference the scientific 
study of dietetics has— brought 
about. Sugar—that is, carbohy- 
drates—is now acknowledged to be 
@ normal part of human food; in 
certain circumstances, says the 
Bulletin of the Pan-American 
Union, a necessary part of it, and 
any way to get sugar into the sys- 
tem so that it will be agreeably as- 
similated is to help nature to ac- 
complish her proper ends. The 
carbohydrates are the accessory in- 
gredients supplying, energy to the 
body: above that which may be ob- 
tained from the proteids. 

The harder the physical work an 
individual performs the more pro- 
teids must he eat, and up to a cer- 
tain point the less sugar does he 
require ; but in ordinary life the in- 
dividual requires a dietetic mixture 
of proteids, fats, and sweets, while 
under conditions in which muscular 
tissue has heen rapidly exhausted 
sugar has the faculty of restoring 
energy quickly, and therefore of

plish better results,

are useful in all dietaries, but w 
immediate — ~ sought, sens 
must be used.

HELPS FOR SWINE BREEDER. 


Scientists now say that the use of 
virus on pigs from a sow that has 
been treated for cholera by the use 
of virus is seldom affected by the 
disease. They thrive better than 
other pigs if they are treated with 
the virus and in that case are sel- 
dom attacked. 

The pig made pot-bellied bv feed- 
ing on straw or running on pasture 
without any grain is an easy victim 
of disease, because it is lacking in 
nutrition. 

Dollar for dollar, middlings and 
corn, milk and corn or corn 
alfalfa or clover is a far cheaper 
feed than the corn alone. 

Young pigs suffer from indigestion 
through overfeeding or from feed- 
ing on one ration alone, just the 
same as young children do.

A HARBOR, BUT NO PORT. 

Yoronto’s new harbor Commission has 
not got much to show for its efforts yet. 
But, of course, it ‘has not been on the 
job long enough to have had a chance. 
As everyone knows, Toronto has one of 
the finest harbors, if not the very finest, 
on the great lakes. And yet the amount 
ot shipping it accommodates is practi- 
eally negligible. For example, the ton- 
nage of the Sault canals for the month 
of June was 10,700,000 tons, as compared 
to 7.400000 tons in June, 1911. While To- 
ronto harbor's traffic for the month was 
as against 251,000 in 

June, 1911. 


Relatively, the lake shipping from To- 
ronto has been dwindling year by year 
for the last generation. It is only citi- 
gens well on in years who remember when 
the waterfront to be dotted with 
grain elevators and the docks were al- 
ways busy. 

Perhaps the day of grain traffic by boat 
from Toronto is past, but there are plans 
on foot to make Toronto again a great 
port for other purposes. That's the chief 
purpose of the new Harbor Commission. 
The city owns a large acreage on the 
waterfront, and to this acreage it is 
hoped to attract large industral factories. 
Docks and wharves whose cost will total 
many hundred thousands of dollars are 
being projected. At present when a boat 
from the Atlantic works its way up 
through the St. Lawrence canals it cannot 
find a place to dock. But that ir to be 
—- changed, The sympathy of the 

minion Government has been enlisted 
and extensive dredging operations § are 
now under way. But, of course, the great 
boon will be the new Welland canal and 
the deepening of the 8t. Lawrence route 
Then Toronto hopes to be a teal ocean 
port and also on the highway from the 
ocean to the head of the Lakes.

THE PASSING OF H. P. DWIGHT. 


The passing of Mr. H. P. Dwight, Pre- 

sident of the G. N. W. Telegraph Com- 
any, removes one of Canada’s landmarks. 

e oldest surviving telegrapher in Am- 
erica, his reminiscences went back to 
primitive days in Canada. He “discover- 
ed” Hon. George A. Cox, took him into 
the employ of the G. N. W. Co as office 
bey, and taught him the language of the 
wire. Senator Cox was « prominent mour- 
ner at the graveside. 

Mr. Dwight was one of the most likeable 
men. The bent of his mind was well il- 
lustrated by the chief hobby of his later 
years. It waa the Royal Canadian Hu- 
mane Society which had for its chief 
parpose the rewarding of deeds of bravr- 
To hear of a deed of herolem, no 
matter how uanspectacular the circum- 
stances and reward. the hero was a source 
of pleasure which never lost ite power. 

He took a keen interest in public affairs 
up to hia last days, but never succumbed 
to the modern theories of public owner- 
ship with which he was always somewhat 
out of aympathy. He was a frequent cor- 
responden - the mewepspers over the 
signature “Dw.” but he was always mod- 
erate in the expression of his views and 
no pewspaper declined to publish bis let- 
tera, even when they were opposed to the 
publisher's policy. He was possibly pri- 
vate ownership’s sanest advocate.

The Present Duliness In London Has Mads 
Quite a Noticeable Change in the Price 
ef Several Canadian, Municipal Deben- 

’ tures—-What Londen Teok From Us Last 
Year.

(By “Investor.’’) : 


“What difference does it make whether 
London investors are buying our securt- 
ties or not?” a man asked one day. “The 
bond houses in Toronto and Montreal 
alone appear to buy by far the greater 
part of Canadian bond offerings. This 
talk of London market affecting prices 
appears to me to be all humbug.” 

Of course, this man didn't know any- 
thing about the matter. He was quite 
correct (at least he would have been quite 
correct) had he said that “Canadian” 
houses absorbed a large part of the bonds 
offered here, and left out the rest. He 
forgot (or never knew) that during 1911 
alone our railroads—steam and electric~ 
sold no less than $65,000,000 of bondd and 
debentures in England without the inter- 
vention of Canadian houses. : 

This one item, then, is a very good and 
sufficient reason for watching carefully the 
tendency of prices in London as a baro- 
meter of our own. Last year England 
bought no less than $208,000,000 of our se- 
curities, the greater part of which were 
bonds. 

Unfortunately, last year. Canadians 
didn’t take sufficient care in preparing 
offerings, and as a reanit some of them 
disappointed their purchasers. This had 
the further unfortunate result of making 
the public cautions until now there is 
little chance of any Canadian securities 
being successfully issued in London that 
have not the backing of some interna- 
tionally well known Canadian bond house. 

Land, and particularly timber compan- 
ies, have gone a long way to help dis- 
credit Canadian securities in London. Per- 
haps it would be more accurate to say 
that the British investor has become very 
ekeptical with regard to the extravagant 
promises of a number of these. More 
than «a few of last year’s issues were 
taken to London, which were in no posi- 
tion to be offered as investments. As a 
result the underwriters were loaded up 
with a lot of stuff that they are still 
vainly trying to unload on the public. 

This has, of course, affected the market 
for high grade Canadian bonds, so that 
we find very excellent municipal iseues 
falling flat on the market. The effect of 
this has been marked. A year ago Bran- 
don debentures could be readily sold on 
a 41-2 per cent. basis. Now these may 
be bought at 434 or even 474 per cent. 
This is just a sample of the effect of the 
dullness in London on our market here. 

What the bond houses and municipalities 
are hoping for is, of course, a reversal 
of form in London, and a renewed de- 
mand for our municipal debentures. This 
would mean that many bonds purchased 
during this year will show a very hand- 
some increase in price of- two to four 
points. Tt would also make a very good 
demand for many debentures which city 
councils have been afraid of issuing ow- 
ing to the lack of demand from London, 
For though practically all our municipal 
debentures are sold to Canadian bond 
houses, most of these place the ereater 
percentage of the large issues in London. 

That is one reason why the London 
market is so important. Another reason 
j is that the English investor is satisfied 
with a lower yield than the Canadian 
| and eo most of our low yield bonds are 
| sold there. 
| Moreover, our railroads do practically 
jal) their financing in London. Last De 
cember the Canadian Northern sold no 
lesa than $35,000,000 of bonds in one block 
in London at a comparatively low rate. 
It would have taken years to have placed 
those bonds in Canada. The railroads 
new more money to keep up to the great 
expenditures they are making on new 
construction.

HEALTH AND FOOD. 


Thé unwisdom of eating too much 
salt is empjhasized by Dr. Alexan- 
der Bryce in ‘‘The Laws of Life and 
Health.’’ ‘Spices and condiments 
no nutritive value,’’ he 
“but are used as relishes, 
and are a ogre to aid digestion 
by stimulating the organs to pour 
forth more gastric fluids. But as 
this is chiefly mucus they do more 
harm than good. They are also pro- 
ductive of many cases of chronic ca- 
tarrh of the throat, on account of 
their local irritant qualities. 

“Health cannot be maintained 
without a due proportion of miner- 
al salts in our food, but the only 
one which need be added to our 
daily menu is salt, or chloride of 
sodium. This is continued in all 
the fluids and tissues of the body, 
giving relish to the food and im- 
proves the appetite. Most of us 
are inclined to add too much salt 
to our food after cooking, and pro- 
bably ten times too much is slready 
added during the process. 

‘‘Where any special mineral in- 
gredient is required by the system 
it may be more agreeable taken in 
the form of food. For example, 
iron is found in prunes, apples, let- 
tuce, figs, beans, peas, potatoes, as- 
paragus and cabbage; phosphorus 
in beans, peas, ‘rice; chrorine in 
milk, lentils, asparagus and cab- 

eodium in lentils, figs and 
asparagus ; potassium in beans, len- 
tils, peas and potatoes. 

“Green vegetables are chiefly 
used because of the mineral salts 
which they convéy to the system in 
a natural form. For this reason 
they should be -ooked by a steaming 
process, as the French do, and not 
boiled, when their valuable saline 
constituents are lost.’’ 
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THE WAY OUT OF IT. 
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HUMAN CANCER. 


The Germ of Plant Cencer Has 
iaen Pound, 
i eve ay 

(By Chas. M. Bice, Denver, Tol.) 

The greatest of pathological prob- 
lems, that pertaining to human can- 
cer, seems on the eve of solution at 
last. 

The fact that cancer in plants is 
caused by a germ has recently been 
conclusively established by the sci- 
entista of the U. 8. Dept. of Agri- 
culture, and the germ isolated and 
identified. It has been observed 
under a powerful microscope, at its 
work, and has been photegraphed. 
It has been bred artificially on what 
is called ‘‘agar’’ jelly and other sub- 
stances. 

The great value of this discov- 
ery lies in the fact that cancer in 
plants and in human beings is sub- 
stantially the same thing, structur- 
ally, and in the mode of growth. 

In Both cases the cancer is the de- 
velopment of ‘‘cells gone crazy,’’ as 
the saying goes, and which seem to 
act aa devouring parasites. 

For half a century pathologists, 
everywhere, have been working on 
the cancer problem, and every con- 
siderablg-city in Europe has its can- 
oer laboratory, but so far no results 
worth mentioning have been the 
outcome; and it may be said that 
medical science knows no more 
about the true nature of cancer, or 
its cause to-day, than it did a thon- 
sand years ago. Of course, there 
have grown up countless hordes of 
quacks who have professed to have 
found a certain cure for this dead- 
ly malady, and in their so-called 
‘Literature,”’ they picture the hu- 
man cancer germ (a thing no hu- 
man being has ever beheld) and give 
their credulous readers the exact 
shape of it, generally the most hide- 
ous their imaginations can devise. 

But despite their so-called ‘‘sure 
eures’’ this deadly malady is on 
the increase, and is steadily claim- 
ing a greater number of victims. It 
may be said to be the only disease 
that can show an increase, as the 
causes of all others have been as- 
certained, and in most cases either 
a cure or an effectual way to pre- 
vent them has been found. Doctor 
Roswell Park, the most eminent 
American authority, says, that if 
cancer is not checked it will ere 
long kill more people in this coun- 
try than consumption and typhoid 
combined. Last year it caused over 
30 000 deaths in the U. 8. 

It has long been suspected that 
human cancer is the work of a germ, 
and experts have been diligently at 
work to find this germ responsible 
for so much human suffering, but 
so far have failed —) and so 
most of the great authorities have 
fallen back upon the very remark- 
able theory that there is no real 
cancer germ, and that the cancer 
cell itself is the destroying parasite. 
According to this theory, a group of 
natural cells undertakes to rebel 
against their usual functions, and 
proceeds to grow enormously at the 
expense of the other cells of the 
body, which it literally devours. It 
is well known that a human being, 


RIOTOUS AND REBELLIOUS 
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at the start, is a single microscopic 
cell, which multiplies under proper 
conditions of subdivision, to form 
various structures. Certain of these 
go to make skin, others to form 
bone, tendons, muscles, etc., but 
ionally it happens (according 
pec) that a few skin cells 
find their way Hite the cartilage, or 
some bone cells are pushed into the 
structure of a gland, and if some 
external irritation be applied, they 
are started to growing on their own 
account, and assume the character 
of a parasite, and thus cause ecan- 
cer. 

Now, this is only a theory, pure 
and simple, and does not admit of 
demonstration. A resort is had to 
it for the sole reason that a germ 
has not been found. 

Once discover the cancer germ 
and this whole theory, or surmise, 
falls to pieces, for it ia not based on 
proven facts. But the question aris- 
es, if there be a human cancer 
germ, why has it not been discov- 
ered? The same question was 
asked with regard to plant cancer, 
which, until recently, was declared 
by these theorists in most positive 
terms to be a mere growth, not due 
to any specific organiam. No germ 
was found, said the theorist, there- 
fore none existed, but the research- 
es and experiments of Drs. Erwin 
F. Smith and Dr. ©. O. Townsend, 
of the Dept. of Agriculture (U.8.), 
were rewarded, recently, with the 
discovery of the plant cancer germ. 
These men have proved their claim 
by using the microbe to reproduce 
the cancer disease in healthy plants. 
Their method was simply one of in- 
oculation by pricking the healthy 
plant with a platinum needle previ- 
[ously dipped in a “‘culture’’ of the 
germ. 

Experiments are now underway 
to inoculate rats with the germ of 
plant cancer, and if this can be ac- 
complished it will be an important 
step toward proving that human 
cancer is caused by a germ and not 
merely by disordered cell growth. 

The plant cancer germ is a rod- 
shaped organism, apparently round- 
ed at the ends, and provided with 
an appendage called a ‘‘flagellum,”’ 
which enables it to wiggle or move 
in any direction. While this germ 
is extremely minute, that is not the 
reason it has hitherto escaped de- 
tection. It has escaped discovery 
because it hides itself inside of the 
cancer cell. It has the. power of 
excreting a peculiar poison of its 
own, which causes the nucleus of 
the cancer cell to divide into two 
cells, and these two to split .into 
four, the four.into eight, and so on, 
ithus making an enormous cell 
i} growth of a wholly abnormal char- 
acter, at the expense of the other 
cells of the plant, which it literally 
devours. 


This explains what has been often 
observed to happen to plants. They 
suddenly develop what is known as 
‘root tumors,’ or ‘‘crown galls,’’ 
which do a great deal of damage to 
cultivated plants, often ruining 
peach trees, dwarfing rose bushes, 
and almond orchards. 


This germ has now received a

As @ result, it takes but a short 
time to produce a vast proliferation 
of cellular tissue, often forming 
nest-like masses, similar to those 
which occur in certain types of hu- 
man cancer. 


If reviewed under a powerful mi- 
croscope the structures ae plant, 
and the human cancer,| differ in no 
important respect. eb 

Often, during microscopic obser- 
vations of plant cancer cells, these 
rod-shaped germs have been seen 
moving about slowly within the liv- 
ing cells of the affected plant, and 
as many as a hundred have been 
counted in a single cell, but gener- 
ally the number is less, and fre- 
quently none are seen. 

It is estimated that less than one 
per cent. of the cells appear to be 
oceupied by the cancer germ, but 
out of twenty-four different species 
of plants experimented upon the 
cancer germ is exactly the same. 

There is no doubt that this or- 
ganism is what is called a “wound 
parasite,’’ as it seems able only to

by insects, or by other injuries. But 
once established within the plant 
tissues, it derives its food from the 
cells of the host plant, and while it 
does not destroy them, it surely sti- 
mulates them to an abnormal and 
exceedingly rapid division. 

It is true, as in human cancer 
that the cancer cells are the i 
diate cause of the mischief in plants, 
but it is not to be inferred that the 
germ of plant cancer is also identi- 
cal with the germ of human cancer. 
There may conceivably be the same 
but if so it remains to be proved. 
But in view of the striking similari- 
ties between plant cancer and hu- 
man cancer, there is much reason 
for believing that the latter is at- 
tributable to a specific organism, 
which should be looked for inside 
of the cancer cells. ; 

Both plant and human cancer can 
be communicated to healthy plante 
and animals, respectively, in the 
same way, thus strengthening the 
inference that they are caused in 
substantially the same manner, 
namely, by a germ. , 

In cases of ihfection, the primary 
tumor soon branches ut into the 
healthy tissues, suggesting a resem- 
blance to claws. Hence, the word 
‘“‘cancer,’’ meaning a crab. In a 
human being, or other animal af- 
fected, columns of cells burrow 
down into the flesh, and even into 
the bone, disintegrating ‘and de- 
stroying the tissue, while along 
these cancer branches secondary 
tumors form, hence if out out the 
growth has a tendency to return. In 
all these respects the same descrip- 
tive points apply to both plant and 
human. cencer. Thus a person at- 
tacked by an external cancer is not 
killed by the original tumor, usu- 
ally, but by a subsequent infection 
of some vital organ breaking it 
down, whereupon the victim suc- 
cumbs. : 

One of the curious things about 
cancer is the fact that healthy peo- 
ple are as liable to it as the en- 
feebled and sick. But the same 
thing is true of plants. Tn human 


beings cancer, as in plants, is). 


merely a local disease at the start. 

There ig néVer more than one ori- 
ginal point of attack, and nearly 
always it is in some non-vital part. 
No cure has ever been found, ex- 
cept to cut the tumor out, and such 


the|® removal is successful in checking 


the malady only when the operation 
is performed before the malignant 
growth has had time to extend its 
roots deep into the tissues. Cases 
of cancer are rare before forty, and 
from that time on the danger is 
progressively greater. The germ of 
human cancer once found, the next 
step will be to find a ‘‘serum,’’ or 
‘‘vaccine,’’ which will act as a cure, 
or a preventive of the disease. Our 
scientific heroes are on the right 
track at last, and we may hope they 
will soon master the situation.

ONE WAY TO PACK A TRUNK. 


Eronomize in ia Meee an Well as 
’ Pennles, 


A woman who is constantly tra- 
velling and yet who finds it most 
necessary to economize in space as 
well as in pennies, has found the fol- 
lowing plan for packing her one 
trunk a most excellent one.

74,414 Persons At Are Registered as 
Christians. 


The recently undertaken census 
of the Commonwealth of Australia 
has led to the publication of some 
interesting details concerning the 
religious professions of the popula- 
tion. Out of a total of 4,274,414 per- 
sons registered as Christians the 
following are allotted respectively 
to the principal denominations: 
Church of England, 1,710,443; 
Methodist, 547,806 ; Presbyterian, 
558,336; Congregational, 74,046; 
Baptist, 97,074; Protestant (unde- 
fined), 109,861; Roman Catholic, 
921,425. 

It should be noted that_the total 
number of men in Australia is 
2,313,035, exceeding the total of 
women, which is 2,141,970. There 
is little discrepancy between the 
numbers of women and men allot- 
ited to the various Christian denomi-

chase in the shape of a negotiable secur- 
ity which involves the payment of inter- 
est and the repayment of the capital at 
some fixed time in the future, or under 
certain definite conditions. In other 
words, an investment is always 4& }oan, 
and any securities which do nol repre 
sent mooer are not, acoording to 
their definition, an investment. True, they 
say, some securities almost folfil all the 
requirements of an investment that are 
not loans, but etrictly epeaking they are 
not investments. 

There is # good deal to-be said for 
their position, for undoubtedly that de- 
scription comes very close to a general 
definition. Unfortunately some mortgages 
cannot be considered investments, nor yet 
geome shares cannot acourately de 
eoribed as speculations. However, it is @ 
fairly accurate definition, and pretty well 
on eafe side. 

Take such a security as Consumers’ Gas 
Company of Toronto shares. These are 
used as an illustration because the Com- 
is ao aituated that the hypothetical 
which Y shall sugrest cannot take 
place in connectidn therewith. I make 
this atatement to reassure any holders of 
Consumers’ Gan atock, who might other- 
wise feel uneasy at reading these sug- 
woetions. 

Now, Consumers’ Gas stock is as nearly 
@ true investment as it is possible for a 
sieck to be. It haa no speculative side. 
Ite returns are limited by law to 10 per 
cent. on the par value, which represents 
about 514 per cent on the present mar- 
ket price of the shares. Ite earnings have 
heen steadily growing. and it is well 
It commands a ready market 
with very few fluctuations in price. Its 
aesete are substantial and valuable. A 
parentiy it is a pure quibble to say it is 
not an investment. A ; 

Suppose, however, the recent annexa- 
tions to the City of Toronto required a 
sudden expansion in the company's sys 
tem of maina and in its plant. A lesa 
substantial company would find it neces- 
sary to issne securities more attractive 
than ordinary stock to raise the money, 
and conceivably the Consumers" Gas 
Company during some ench period of 
atrese as occurred in 1892, 192 or 197 
might find it necessary to sell bonds to 
raise this money. These bonds would, of 
course, come ahead of the common stock, 
and that stock would, by the issue of 
bonds, become less satisfactory as an in- 
vestment. Indeed, it might happen that 
as earnings are limited to a sum snffici- 
ent to pay 10 per cent. on the common 
stock, that in order-to pay the bond in- 
terest {t would be necessary to out. the 
return on the junior security.

all descriptions of preferred sock . be 
tween the common stock and the assets. 
And even if there ia nothing between, 
the common shareholders hae no right to 
demand, or expect to wet hie money back. 
He is merely a partner in the enterprise.
